Truce Talks 


Advance Peace 
- Camp, Koren, July 16. 

The five-member ‘United Na- 
tions truce delegation, left the 
camp by helicopter this morn- 
ing shortly after 9.30 a‘m, for 
the fourth day of’ cease-fire 
negotiations — wi the . Com- 
munists in Kaesong. 

The first of five helicopters 
left the small ficld in front of 
the camp at 9.33, The other 
four planes followed minutes 
apart, 

The‘ sky: wus overcast, but 
the light raln which had “fallen 
this morning, had stopped be- 
fore the planes took to the alr, 

Earlier, a United Nations 
motor convoy left this camp for 
Kaesong at 7.30 and arrived 
there at 9.08, The group in-
